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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1964. 

Once  again  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  estimated  population  of 
680.  The  fall  in  the  number  of  births  approximately  balances  that  in  the  number  of 
deaths.  This  means  that  our  area  is  attracting  population  year  after  year.  This  is 
a  reflection  from  the  number  of  new  houses  completed  during  the  year  which  was  227  by 
private  enterprise  .  The  Council  completed  30  units  consisting  of  20  Bungalows  and 
9  flatlets  with  Warden's  accommodation. 

This  latest  venture  by  the  Council  v/hich  is  a  joint  scheme  with  the  County  Welfare 
Department,  has  proved  an  outstanding  success.  We  were  fortunate  in  the  choice  of 
Warden  and  the  day  to  day  running  has  been  left  entirely  to  the  Local  Authority  through 
its  Housing  Manager. 

It  has  long  been  my  view  that  Council  House  management  should  have  strong  links 
with  the  Health  Department  particularly  in  respect  of  choice  of  tenants  and  supervision 
of  elderly  infirm,  handicapped  and  problem  families.  It  would  appear  that  in  our 
District  at  any  rate  the  majority  of  people  largely  solve  their  own  housing  problems 
leaving  the  Council  to  deal  with  the  "difficult"  cases. 

During  the  year  we  were  asked  by  the  Cranage  Hospital  and  Macclesfield  Hospital 
Management  Committees  to  advise  on  improvements  necessary  in  their  kitchens  in  order 
to  maintain  the  high  level  of  hygiene  necessary  in  these  establishments.  This  involved 
a  considerable  amount  of  work  particularly  at  the  Mary  Dendy  Hospitals.  Most  of  the 
detailed  inspections  were  carried  out  by  Mr.  Watson  and  Mr.  Overbury  and  was  done  of 
course  by  invitation.  But  there  is  no  reason  at  all  why  these  establishments  should 
not  come  under  the  Local  Authority  jurisdiction  and  be  dealt  with  similarly  to  all  other 
eating  establishments  and  be  made  subject  to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Apart  from  Measles  there  was  no  serious  incidence  of  infectious  disease.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  a  Measles  vaccine  will  soon  be  made  generally  available. 

There  is  nothing  further  to  report  on  Brucellosis  other  than  that  the  Ministry  of 
Health  inertia  continues.  It  is  interesting  to  note  however,  that  a  scheme  of 
eradication  has  been  in  operation  in  Northern  Ireland  for  some  time.  There  are  about 
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18,000  cattle  in  milk  herds  and  approximately  11,000  of  these  are  Brucella  free.  Very 
soon  now  all  milk  producing  herds  will  be  free  of  Brucellosis.  There  seems  no  reason 
at  all  why  a  similar  scheme  should  not  start  in  this  Country  immediately. 

Again  I  should  like  to  pay  a  tribute  to  help  I  have  received  in  the  course  of  my 
work  from  your  Clerk,  Mr.  H.W.  Abbott  and  the  members  of  his  staff. 

I  am  particularly  indebted  to  Mr.  Watson  and  Mr.  Overbury  with  both  of  whom  I 
work  most  closely  and  wish  to  thank  them  and  Mr.  Chadwick  for  the  assistance  they 
have  given  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

During  the  year  a  proportional  chlorinator  was  installed  to  treat  the 
water  from  the  above  source.  Prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  proportional 
chlorinator  it  had  only  been  possible  to  dose  the  water  with  chlorine  at  a 
fixed  rate,  but  with  the  new  chlorinator  it  is  now  possible  to  vary  the  rate 
of  chlorine  application  in  accordance  with  the  rate  of  demand,  thus  omitting 
the  risks  of  under  or  over  chlorination. 

Haymans  Farm  Trial  Borehole,  Nether  Alderley 

On  the  completion  of  the  above  borehole  the  test  pump  results  shov/ed 
that  an  inadequate  supply  was  available  and  the  hole  has,  therefore,  been 
temporarily  capped  off.

During  1964?  and  consequent  upon  impending  roadworks,  the  opportunity 
was  taken  to  renew  old  mains  in  Vicarage  Lane  and  Angles ea  Drive,  Poynton. 
In  addition  a  major  renewal  was  carried  out  in  Biddulph  Road,  Congleton, 
from  Mossley  Crossroads  to  Cross  Lane,  when  700  yards  of  6"  main  were 
renewed  mainly  because  the  old  main  was  subject  to  frequent  bursts. 

Laying  of  Trunk  Mains 

In  order  to  rectify  complaints  of  shortage  and  poor  pressure  and  to 
provide  additional  water  for  a  new  development  in  the  village  of  Eaton, 
work  was  commenced  on  laying  a  new  9”  trunk  main  along  the  Macclesfield/ 
Congleton  Road,  from  Giantswood  Lane  to  the  village  of  Eaton.  This  work 
was  substantially  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

V.H.F.  Installation 


In  the  early  part  of  1964  work  was  completed  on  equipping  most  of  the 
Board's  vehicles  with  radio  telephone  facilities. 

Each  vehicle  selected  can  now  have  direct  contact  with  the  base  station 
situated  in  the  Board's  offices  at  Ivyholme  and  since  the  system  was 

installed,  much  economy  in  time  has  been  effected  and  work  dealt  with  more 

expeditiously. 

Moss  Farm  Water  Tower,  Congleton 

Because  of  a  deterioration  in  the  external  structural  members,  a  contract 

was  let  to  make  certain  repairs  and  provide  a  new  exterior  cladding.  Apart 

from  improving  the  appearance  of  the  structure,  the  remedial  measures  will 
prolong  the  life  of  the  structure.

Of  the  properties  already  connected  to  the  Sewer  31  pail  closets, 
serving  47  premises,  have  been  replaced  by  47  4. Gs .  and  2  privy  ashpits 

serving  6  premises  have  been  replaced  by  6  viuCs.,  the  remaining  52 
connected  properties  previously  having  had  tank  treatment  of  some  sort 
for  the  drainage. 

The  Council  have  given  as  much  financial  incentive  as  possible  to 
get  property  owners  to  make  the  maximum  improvements ;  this  has  covered

Although  the  Council  offered  the  availability  of  loans  to  fund  the 

owner's  portion  of  the  cost  of  improvements,  only  four  applications  have 
been  received  and  in  each  case  a  loan  was  granted. 


It  will  be  noted  that  separate  V*C*  accommodation  for  each  property 
has  been  required,  which  in  itself  has  made  a  noteworthy  improvement  in  an 
area  where  it  was  not  unusual  for  the  occupants  of  three  cottages  to  share 
one  pail  closet. 

Of  the  59  properties  still  to  be  connected  (the  owners  having 
indicated  their  willingness)  the  majority  are  in  4  terraces,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  agreements  will  be  reached  early  in  1965  with  many  owners 
and  owner/occupiers  involved  as  to  the  laying  of  the  private  sewers  to 
link  with  the  Council’s  sewer,  without  having  to  resort  to  Statutory  action. 

GAWSWORTH  SEWERAGE 

The  contracts  have  been  let  for  sewering  the  village  and  the 
construction  of  the  disposal  works. 

POYNTON  SEWERS 

Flooding  was  experienced  in  Poynton  due  to  an  exceptionally  ht-avy 
rainstorm  in  December.  Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  duplication  of  a 
surface  water  sewer  in  the  Vicarage  Lane  area  to  relieve  flooding.  A 
television  survey  of  existing  sewers  is  being  carried  out. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  sewering  of  Chorley  has  not  yet  started 
and  mention  must  again  be  made  of  the  urgency  for  sewering  Kettleshulme 
and  Mottram  St.  Andrew. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  frequency  of  refuse  collection. 

The  Council  has  now  agreed  to  purchase  a  50  cubic  yard  Eagle  Crushload 
continuous  compression  vehicle  to  cope  with  the  increased  volume  of 
refuse  on  the  Poynton  round.  It  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  a  vehicle 
of  similar  capacity  next  year  to  deal  with  refuse  from  Prestbury  and 
adjoining  parishes. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  at  Poynton  has  been  by  fully  controlled 
tipping.  It  was  hoped  that  the  filling  of  Snelson  Tip  would  have  been 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  There  still  remains  some  filling  to  be 
done  so  that  the  area  adjoining  the  road  can  be  properly  levelled  and  seeded.

GENERAL  HOUSING 

The  flatlets  for  old  persons  at  Poynton  were  opened  in  July.  The 
building  comprises  9  flatlets  with  accommodation  for  a  warden,  guest  room, 
communal  sitting  room  and  a  laundry. 

The  scheme  was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Charlesworth  Bros.  Congleton  to 
designs  by  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  County  Welfare  Committee 
are  responsible  for  that  portion  of  the  scheme  which  relates  to  welfare 
including  the  salary  of  the  warden.  The  only  stipulation  made  by  County 
Welfare  is  that  tenants  should  be  over  65  unless  there  is  some  compelling 
reason  such  as  infirmity. 

There  was  reluctance  at  first  to  accept  a  tenancy  on  the  part  of  certain 
applicants  when  it  was  seen  that  the  bathing  and  w.c.  facilities  were 
communal.  The  age  range  of  tenants  varies  from  6 5  upwards  so  that  whilst 
some  tenants  are  virtually  housebound  others  are  able  to  do  part-time  work. 
There  are  seven  women  «nd  two  men.  The  Council  was  fortunate  in  the  choice 
of  a  warden  who  has  built  up  a  happy  community. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOP^ 

Milk 


The  procedure  set  out  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1962  for  dealing  with 
milk  found  to  be  positive  to  the  brucella  species  on  cultural  examination 
is  still  in  operation. 

The  opinion  expressed  in  previous  reports  that  early  steps  should  be 
taken  to  eradicate  brucellosis  in  cattle  as  was  so  effectively  done  in  the 
case  of  tuberculosis  cannot  be  too  strongly  reiterated.

There  was  one  human  case  notified.  When  sampling  was  carried  out  on 
the  farm  the  milk  from  5  cows  was  found  to  he  positive  on  culture  to  brucella 
species.  A  notice  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  i960 
was  served  and  was  withdrawn  when  the  affected  cows  were  housed  in  a  separate 
shippon  and  an  undertaking  given  that  the  milk  would  be  sent  for  heat  treatment. 

A  producer  who  was  sending  approximately  325  gallons  per  day  for  retail 
sale  including  hospitals  and  schools  decided  to  send  all  his  milk  with  the 
exception  of  six  gallons  for  heat  treatment.  This  latter  small  amount  is  sold 
locally  and  the  cows  are  housed  in  a  separate  shippon.  This  action  resulted 
from  the  service  of  a  Regulation  20  Order  and  was  the  fourth  time  positive 
samples  had  been  received.  Previously,  alternative  supplies  had  been  utilised 
until  the  herd  had  been  cleared. 

Four  cows  from  three  herds  were  sold  as  a  result  of  individual  sampling. 
Undertakings  were  given  in  respect  of  cows  from  three  herds  that  the  milk 
from  affected  cows  would  be  sent  for  heat  treatment.

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS 


The  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963  came  into  operation  on 
1st  January  1964  and  required  the  licensing  by  the  Council  of  all  persons 
keeping  boarding  establishments  for  dogs  and/or  cats  in  the  district. 

The  Council  appointed  Mr.  A.J,  Wright,  Veterinary  Surgeon  of  Macclesfield, 
as  an  authorised  officer  under  the  Act,  in  addition  to  their  public  health 
inspectors.  Joint  inspections  were  made  of  all  existing  establishments  as  a 
result  of  which  all  essential  improvements  were  carried  out  and  10  licences  were 
issued,  five  of  which  were  for  kennels  only,  one  for  a  cattery,  and  the  re¬ 
maining  four  for  both  kennels  and  catteries. 
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Food  Premises 


Dining  out  is  now  quite  widely  advertised.  Establishments  catering  for 
main  meals  are  more  numerous  than  cafes.  These  require  constant 
surveillance  as  in  some  cases  it  has  been  noticed  that  there  is  a  tendency  for 
the  kitchen  space  to  be  inadequate  for  the  number  of  meals  served. 

Opportunity  has  been  taken  to^bonsult  with  Architects  where  plans  have 
been  submitted  for  the  extension  of  kitchen  and  dining  accommodation  so  that 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  can  be  incorporated  at 
the  design  stage. 

At  the  request  of  the  Cranage  Hall  Hospital  Management  Committee  a 
survey  was  made  of  the  kitchens,  dining  rooms  and  central  stores  of  the 
Mary  Dendy  Homes,  Great  V/arford. 

The  standards  laid  down  in  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  used  in 
making  the  recommendations. 

Each  of  the  eleven  homes  at  the  Mary  Dendy  Hospital  has  a  kitchen 
attached,  and  stores  are  issued  from  a  central  depot.  An  appraisal  was 
made  of  the  conditions  bearing  in  mind  that  the  use  of  patient  labour  is 
an  integral  part  of  the  hospital  routine  and  that  plans  have  been  approved 
for  a  new  central  kitchen  to  serve  all  but  two  of  the  houses. 

There  was  consultation  and  co-operation  at  all  stages  between  the 
Catering  Officer  and  the  Hospital  Secretary  before  the  comments  and 
recommendations  were  submitted  to  the  Food  Hygiene  Sub-Committee.  It 
was  gratifying  and  rewarding  to  receive  the  following  comment  from  the 
County  Mediacl  Officer  of  Health  who  is  a  member  of  the  Sub-Committee  - 
MI  have  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  your  most  excellent  report  on  the 
establishment  at  the  Mary  Dendy  Homes  involved  in  food  handling.  It  is 
extremely  full  and  excellent  in  every  way."

A  total  of  8  residential  caravans  and  6  holiday  caravans  have  been 
removed  during  the  year. 


General  Comment 

The  pattern  of  caravan  development  in  the  district  has  now  become 
fairly  stabilised  after  the  upheaval  resulting  from  the  reappraisal  of  all 
sites  by  the  respective  planning  authorities  arising  from  the  operation 
of  the  i960  Act. 

The  number  of  residential  caravans  has  dropped  slightly  during  the 
year,  but  there  continues  to  be  a  steady  demand  for  pitches  for  residential 
caravans  from  key  workers  employed  temporarily  in  the  area  on  building 
and  engineering  projects  -  a  demand  which  is  not  always  ecsy  to  satisfy. 

Site  licence  conditions  have  been  satisfactorily  implemented  in 
respect  of  6  out  of  the  8  multiple  recreational  sites.  In  the  case  of  the 
remaining  two  sites,  lack  of  co-operation  from  the  site  operators  is  causirg 
the  Council  some  concern,  and  legal  action  is  contemplated  in  1965  in  the 
absence  of  satisfactory  progress.
